MORGAN'S FR^TtXCIATION. 



Tue Alabama Senator p.ad Behring 
Sea Commissioner on iiie British 
Sealing- Cltiims. 



A Bitter Speech the Prelude to the 
Adoption of His Beimdiatory 
Besolntion. 



Washington, Deo. 9.— The feature of the 
senate to-day was a upeooh by Senator Mor- 
gan, of Alabama, chairman of tho oommib- 
tco on foreign, rotations and a member of tho 
Paris Eohtiflg sea tribunal, upon a reaolu- 
tion offered by him Jaat week Instructing 
the foreign rotations committee to Investi- 
gate tho quoatlon of tho liability of the 
United States for tho Bsizurea of British 
shlpa in Bohring soa in 1S90. Mr. Morgan 
took tho position in tho last congroflB that 
tho settlement of thoso claims by tho pay- 
ment of a lump sum of $425,000 aB rooom- 
mended by the President, was neither wise 
nor propor. Hta remarks on that ocoaaion 
woro tho aubjeeb of some aaroaatio commont 
from tho British ambaaBador hero in tho 
labtor'a official correspondence with Lord 
Kimborloy, (That correspondence waa 
printed rooently from the British bluo book, 
and moat of Mr. Morgan'a apoooh to-day waa 
devoted to paying hia roapoota to Sir Julian 
Paunoefoto. 

In a oarafulty prepared apeech Sonator 
Morgan said he felb it inoumbenb upon him- 
self to reply to certain published oommonta 
mada upon hta courae in tho Benote by the 
British premier ond British ambassador. 
He doolared that the Poria tribunal did not 
attempt to determino the question of the 
liability of the United Statea for tho noizares 
or the amount of auoh liability. Great 
Britain contended, however, thab the lia- 
bility waa docldod aB a npfoBaary inforenoe, 
ond Prcaidont) Clovolat;! r.rooeeding on that 
aeaumptlon, had, throu,. ■ the Btato doparb- 
monb, agreed to p-sy $ i '•(' \a diechargo 
of thia alleged liability of tho United Statea. 
Bub that agreement could nob bo oarriod oub 
without) the ratification of congreaa. The 
findings of tho tribunal restod entirely upon 
the treaty making power of tho two 
goverrmcnta, and the United Statea and 
Groat Britain wore bound to oarry out the 
regulatlona decided on for tho protection of 
tho aeala aa much aa if thoao regulations had 
boon incorporated in a treaty. Bub neither 
government waa bound further. At the 
moab tho award of tho arbitratora would only 
furnish a remote argument tor the claim of 
(ireat Britain to damagea for tho Beizurea. 
He would bo loyal to tho findings of the 
tribunal, he aaid, bub Groat Britain conveni- 
ently Eoaght to over Biate them. Tho state 
department then agreed to pay $-125,000 for 
damages on account of the seizures and 
Proaident Cleveland rooommended thab thab 
Bum be appropriated. Congreaa refused to 
make tho appropriations. 

At tJila point Mr. Morgan turned hiB at- 
tention from Sir Julian Paunoefoto, the 
British ambassador, ami his " doleful 
plaints" to Lord Kimbor:i>\ Senator Mor- 
gan was aoornful and aarcaat' . " Dooa ho 
nob know ! " he asked, "that no executory 
agreement la binding until ratified by con- 
gress "i " He quoted from Sir Julian's re- 
port to Lord Kimberloy that the Kepub- 
liaana, Populiata and forty-four Domoorata 
had voted against the appropriation, and In 
his commont atlributod the action of the 
houaa to " necesBlty of party expediency." 
Mr. Morgan declared contemptuously that 
ib was going to be the faBhlon abroad to at- 
tribute everything that did not pleaBO them 
to tho " influonco of party polltioa." 
Ho characterized Sir Julian's com- 
monta as " unjuat " and " offenaive " in the 
case of tho houae. " Bub nob oontenb with 
those rofloctions on tha Iioubo," aaid Mr. 
Morgan, " ho referred to tho eonators by 
name In a gratuitous and insulting manner. 
Ho doos this undor oovor of tho BritiBh 

After quoting Sir J ullan's comment on hiB 
(Morgan's) characterization of some of the 
alleged liritish claimantaas "recalcitrant and 
raacally AmoricanB," he declared that tho 
Britieh ambassador's strictures were baaed 
on the mistakon notion that the British 
navigation lawB should cover violations of 
thoso of tho United States. Crimes againBt 
tho decalogue could not, he aaid, be 
found In tho Koran. Ho denounced 
tho aotlon of tho American marauderB 
in Bearing boi, who had placed themeolvee 
under tho protection of the liritish flag, as 
guilty of surroptltiouB piracy. Ho did not 
objoot to tho English ambassador orltioizlng 
his course, either ua a senator or as a mem- 
ber of tho Paris tribunal, in privato com- 
munications to his government, bub he 
emphatically protested that ho had no right 
to givo hia oriticlams to tho Amorican 
papera in a pamphlet and thus ioreBtall his 
reply. 

Mr. Morgan was exceedingly ironioal in 
his reference to tho Indiaorimlnato naturo of 
the claims England had bundled togothor, 
and aakod the United States to aottlo for a 
"lump sum." Tho proposition to pay a 
" lump earx.," ho Bald, ought to bo too 
rovoltiog to lie on the Chriutlan stomach of 
tho English ambasaador. 

The oorroapondonoo laid beforo tho houao, 
Mr. Morgan aaid, demonstrated that thoro 
woro no nogotiatlona over tho alleged claima 
and ovidently littlo inveotlgation. Eog- 
land had eimply jumped at the "lump 
Bum " proposition mudo by Seorotary 
GroBham for the sottlomonb of claims thab 
had noithor justice nor morality beyond tho 
aeeortion sot up, bub palpably falao, that 
tho award of tho PariB tribunal mado it ob 
llgatory upon tho United Statos to satisfy 
any olaima for damages which Great Britain 
might make. Mr. Morgan insisted that ib 
was tho clear duty of tho Benato to obstruob 
tho action of tho PreBidonb in an attempt to 
override tho power of tho aenoto by 
negotiating for tho settlement of an interna- 
tional controversy withoub ita advice or con- 
sonb. Mr. Morgan went at oonsidorablo 
longth Into what ho formed tho ''infamous 
conBpir3oy," whioh had proooodod undor tho 
protection of tho British flag for the viola- 
tion of tho laws of tho United States, and 
claimed that a thorough investigation and 
adjudication of the claima would result In 
largo allowanced of damagOB to the lesBoeB of 
tho aottl laianda, and oonaequently on in- 
creased revenue to the United States. 

In concluding Mr. Morgan again returned 
to hia oBsoult on tho Britiah embassador for 
his rough orlticism of himaolf, of which ho 
saidhewBsporbapa "unbecomingly coreloee," 
" bub I do foal rwieutful," said he, " that 
Instead of fnrniiblng hiB oomplaiuts to the 
Proaident he gave them out to tho Amorican 
pre»a ab the opening of congroas with a view 



to dispelling misapprehensions in the 
American public mind." "It seems, 
however," ho added In his moBt sarcastic 
vein, " that after Sir Julian had buried mo 
under hia ponderoua logio last March, Lord 
Kimborly thought it neceeaary to exhume 
my remains In order to give tho Amerioan 
people a muoh needed tonic of Groat Brit 
aln'a sonao of honor to brace it np sufficiently 
to Induoe Congress to vote the 1 lump Bum ' 
by which England seeks to pub a technical 
eatoppal on an inveatlgation of tho justice 
of the damagOB demandod." 

Ab tho conclusion of his speech, whioh 
occupied two hours, Mr. Morgan aaked a 
vote on the adoption of his resolution, whioh 
waB aa followa : 

" Resolved, thab tho mesBagoof tho Proai- 
dent, received by tho aonate on February 
I.'i, 1895, and his moBsasro read in tho Benato 
to-day (December 3rd) relating to tho pay- 
ment by tho United StateB of tho claims of 
Groat Britain arising oub of the Bohring boo 
controversy, be referred totho commitboo on 
foreign relatione, with instruationa that 
said committoo oxamino into tho question of 
auoh liability on tho part of Great Britain or 
Canada, arising oub of tho aaid oontrovorey, 
and that Bald committoo ahall havo authority 
to roport by bill or otherwise." 

The resolution waa adopted unanimously. 



CHRISTIANS IN TURKEY. 



Said Pasha LeaveB the British Em- 
bassy-No Further Fig-htinp; 
in Constantinople. 

Further Details of the Ruthless and 
Bloody Massacre of Christians 
at Erzeronm. 



Constantinople, Doc 9.— It ia officially 
announced hero to-day that no further con- 
fllctB between Mueaulmana and Armenians 
havo occu trod, except in the Zeitoun dis- 
trict. Tho Vail of Sivaa wireB, aocordlng 
to the official report, thab the enquiry into 
tho disturbances ab Zelth shows ib to havo 
boon provoked by Armenian agibators who 
had previously made arrangemente to eacapo 
from tha barrioaded pointB when ropulaed. 

Said Paeha, whohaa boen a refugoo ab tho 
liritish embaBsy, returned to hia own resid- 
ence to-night. 

Boston, Deo. 9 — A oorrotpondonb in Con- 
stantinople in a loBter rocelvod hero this 
morning describes the condition under which 
relief for the oppressed Armenians must bo 
distributed, advising either an independent 
American commission for the work or one 
acting in conjunction with an English 
organization of a eimilar character. " To 
insure effectual work," the writer Bays, "It 
will bo essential for the United Statea gov- 
ernment to take under ita offioiol protec- 
tion the men who dlatrlbuto." Otherwleo 
it will not be permitted by Turkey. " A 
relief committee ehould be organized in 
Amerloa on an independent baaiB to have at 
loaab four auperintendeuta of diatribution." 

Boston, Deo. 9 — Late cable advicoa call 
attention to certain things particularly to 
bo noticod In reference to the horrible rnaa- 
Bocro at Erzeroum on WednoBday, October 
HO. The massacre waa the work of the regu- 
lar solidera, asaiBted only to a limited extent 
by the populace. Ib waa accomponiod by 
systematic plundering of both bouses and 
shops, for tho moab part by soldlera. The 
attack on individuals was with the intent to 
kill, which waa shown by tho large 
number of killed compared with the 
wounded. It began at the same 
moment all over the city, about 12:30 p.m., 
and Btopped about 4:30 p.m. Tho Armeni- 
ans were all in their placoB of business with- 
oub any preparation whatever for attack or 
defence. They wore ahob or cub down like 
animala in a trap with littlo opportunity for 
resistance. Ono of tho soldiers who took 
part in th-.' maBBacroaaid : " At four o'clock, 
a la Turka (which would be about nine 
o'ok-ck a.m.), tho buglo Bounded and we 
fell in. 

" We were told to aharpen our aworda 
and get our arms in order for ubc About 
7 o'clock the bugle sounded and wo again 
fell in. Then we were told we wore goiug 
to war with tho Armenians ; that they had 
risen in rebellion ond attacked tho govern- 
ment house. Wo wero marohod out and 
told to attack tho houses. We attacked 
them ; but bow no 6nemy. Whonover a poor 
Armenian waa aeen running away wo wore 
ordered to firo and Bimply Bhoot down or 
sabro thoBO who wero fleeing for aafoty. 
Wo broko into the houaea und 
plundered them. The moaaaore began tho 
momont the noon hour, of prayer waB 
finished, almult aueouely all ovor tho city. 
It began with a buglo call to fire. It ended 
with the buglo coll to ceaso firing about four 
hours later. The aoldierB in all porta of tho 
city hud tho affair in hand. In faob in 
aomo places not many civilians appeared in 
tho looting partiea." 

A credible witness bow tho looting of two 
houaea. A crowd of soldiora^ with a full 
equipment of arms, camo near tho houao ; 
thoy fired In various dlreotlona. Then they 
fired a volley into tho house and crowded 
around tho door and battered It down. 
Tho orowd of Boldiera ruBhed in and car- 
ried off everything. 

It Ib estimated thab thero aro between 
2,000 and 2,500 Arnienlan'a housea in Erze- 
roum. Half of them havo boen plunderod 
of all their contents. There aro 
less than ono hundred ehopa remaining 
intact. There wero 1,000 vlctima of tho 
masaacro, 1,000 houses plundorod and tho 
Inmatea left withoub food, fuel, bedding or 
winter clothing ; 2,000 ahopa plun- 
dered and closed and the buainosa 
of tho city brought bo o Btandatilt. 
Half of tho ChrlBtian population will proba- 
bly hove reBorvo enough to llvo on. Tho 
romolnder will be reducod to tho groatoat 
atroita. Tho maaaacro waB in tho hamla of 
two notorlouB SasBoun butchers, ColonolB 
iBmaol Bey and Towfik Boy.

Remedial Legislation for Manitoba- 
Some of the Provisions of the 
Proposed Bill. 



Salvation Army Colony for South 
Africa— B. C- Cases in the 
Supreme Court. 



(From Our Own Correantyidonb.J 
Ottanta, Deo. 9. — An official announco« 
ment from Winnipeg that tho Manitoba 
government doee nob propoBe to introduco 
any legislation into tho local houee for the 
purpose of removing the educational griov- 
onoeB of tho Catholica of thab province, 
aooorda with the opinions of many InObbawa 
who havo closely followod the courao of 
events, or hove hod on Inkling of the 
nogotiatlona which have been in prcgreaa for 
aomo time paat. Parliamonb haa been ct.llod 
and called with tho specific objeob of pausing 
remedial legislation. Tho bill whioh will be 
preaontod to parliament ia drafted, and when 
ita proviaionaarpaubmitted to thejudgmont of 
house ond oountry, it Ib thought 'ihey 
will be found of such a character 
that evory fair minded man in the oountry 
who aoknowlodgoa the righb of the Catho- 
lics of Manitoba under the constitution to 
separate aohoole, can oocepb them. While 
restoring Catholio denominational sohools, 
thoro will be every possible safeguard bo as 
to secure efficiency. Certificated teachers 
rnuat bo employed, und tho provlnoe will be 
empowered to Bay what text booka ahall be 
need, with tho exception of that In hiatory. 
With the religiouB teachings tho province 
will have nothing to do. Tho payments of 
the provincial grant will bo mado conbin- 
geub upon bhe reanlta of the annual examin- 
ations. 

The Salvation Army colony projeob of the 
Canadian Northweab ia dead. General 
Booth haa received on offer of 20,000 aorea 
of land in South Afrioa. 

In the 3upremo court to day tho appeal of 
Lowonb6rg & Co. vb. Wolley was allowed In 
part and a new trial waa ordered aa tu dam- 
agea. In the oaae of the City of Vancouver vs.

The foregoing ia the text of a lettor from 
Mrs. Walkem road laat night ab tho mooting 
of the Jubilee hoapital board, tho members 
present being Messrs. JoBhua Daviee, presi- 
dent ; J. L. Crimp, W. J. Dwyer, H. D.

Mr. \ r atea' suggestion was made tho sub- 
jeot of a motion by Mr. Dwyer, seconded by 
Mr. Holmcken, and carried. 

The resident physician of tho hoapital re- 
ported that the cost of the keep of patlontB 
per diem had benn$l 30 for the last month. 
He also reported thut having the washing 
done in the cottage fitted up on tho grounds 
would lave $5 in Docomber for washing, and 
with a mangle and better facilities the coat 
would bo etill farther reduced.

The Question Arouses Interest an l 
Excitement at Washington - 
Salisbury's Note. 



Great Britain Demands Sixty Tliou 
sautl Dollars Indemnity— To De- 
fend Venezuelan Territory. 

Wasiiinoton, Deo. 9.— As the President 
ia absent on a hunting trip, there ie no pro- 
bability that the reply of Lord Salisbury to 
Seoretary Olnoy'o note regarding the Vene- 
zuelan boundary dispute, in whioh congress 
is so deeply interested, will be sont to the 
house thia week. The absence of tho Presi- 
dent on a duok hunting excursion just at 
this juuoturo excites no little comment 
among both friends and opponents of the 
administration, both of whom agree that tho 
President uould hardly have ahosan a more 
inopportuno time for loaving Washington 
than on tho eve of what promiBOB to bo a 
sorious crisis in diplomatic affairs. 

Tho Venezuelan question divides with tho 
committee on appointments the interest in 
tho houso to-diy. A littlo talk was oroalod 
by a statement of Mr. Livingstone, Georgia, 
who thought cnngreBs ihould nob be kept 
waiting until President Cloveland returns to 
be informod of the contents of Lord Salis- 
bury's roply, und that ho would introduce a 
resolution calling cn Secretary Olnoy for tho 
correspondent:'). " As this would be a ruthor 
unusual mode of procoduro, several Influen- 
tial inembero. both Republican and Demo- 
cratic, suggested to Mr. Livingstone that 
such an aos might bo construed as an aoo of 
discourtesy by President Cloveland. If 
Mr. Livingston finds this opinion to bo 
general, he will abandon his intention. 

Upon authority which cannot ba queo- 
tioned, it is learnod that the contents ot tho 
note mailed by the Marquis of Salisbury to 
Seoretary Olney ia in substance a refusal to 
arbltruto any of the territory oastwurd of 
the Schomburg lino. Moreovor, Lord Salis- 
bury raises u nuw case. He now oontendB 
that the Schomburg lino was not arbitrarily 
run, it was located upon authontio data; 
that) it can be proved by reoordB, treaty 
descriptions and maps that it correotly 
represented tho westorn limitB of the ter- 
ritory when Great Britain acquired it by 
cession from Holland. The controversy be- 
tween tho two governmonta over tho histor- 
ical recordH and topographical faotu, such as 
thla statement of tho oaBO opens up, might 
run on for an indefinite length of time. 

Should 'Mb governmeuc rtfuBe to bo 
drawn into the meshes of this not, it will 
not roply with furihor arguments, bub ro- 
gard the discussion closed ho fur as Great 
Britain 1b concerned, and inquire of Ven- 
ezuela ifgthat country is willing to urbitrato 
on tho Schomburg line or not. If so, tho 
United Stateo will have nothing further to 
say. But nono familiar with tho history of 
the quarrel believe that Venezuela will con- 
sent. Sho hiia repeatedly refused it, and 
she will now bo uiore firm than over in de- 
fence of hor rights. Having definitely ascer- 
tained Ventzuola's unwillingness to submit 
to Britain's pretensions, the President un- 
doubtedly will refer the whole matter to 
congress at an early date for such aotiou as 
that body may see fib to tuke. 

Information has been received at tho 
Venezuelan li gation hero of the contents of 
a note which ia reporrod to have been re- 
ceived by the German minister at Caracas 
Inr delivery to Frenldout; C'respo, in which 
Groat Britain demands 560,000 for compen- 
sation for the arrest by the Venezuelans of 
"Englishman in English territory." The 
nnto will bo delivered to Preaident Crespo 
to-day, when he comoa to I he capitol to ap- 
point the new cabinet, (there is no doubt 
what Venezuela's answer will bo. Sho will 
refuso to pay tho indemnity asked for. 

The correspondence will bo accompanied 
.by a message from the Prosidont explaining 
the situation, und probably containing no 
recommendations to congress, leuving that 
body to 1 1 8 own determination uninfluenced, 
save by the fiats. When this momont ar- 
rives the excou'lve will have exhausted its 
resources, and the future course of tho con- 
tention will rest with tho national legisla- 
ture. 

Tho boundary controversy with Groat 
Britain has, it is roportod, aroused an ex- 
traordinary pitch of enthusiasm and patriotio 
fervor in Venezuela. At Puerto Cabollo a 
public meeting was hold at which sub 
scriptiona were opened for the purpose of 
purchasing a torpodo boat for the defenco of 
tho harbor. At tho city of Bolivia another 
subscription is being raiBad by the Central 
Bank from citizens of nil parts of the re- 
public to contribute stated sums weekly, 
At Caracaa, tho capital of Ventzuela, a con- 
vention will ho held, probably this month, 
to consider tho question of dofeuce. In a 
big streeb parade, which will bo a feature of 
the meeting, each state delegation will carry 
tho coat of arms of state, and at tho head of 
tho parude the coat of arms of Venezuela 
will be borno. 

The movement started by tho oontrul 
aocloty for the defence of Venezuelan terri- 
tory lias apparently eeourcd official approval, 
as the members of President Crespo's oiblnet 
and goveruorB of tho Beveral statca of Vono 
zuela have given it full endorsement. Ti e 
minister of the interior, one of President 
Croapo's cabinet, has written u lottor con- 
gratulating tho promoters of the move- 
ment on their patriotism, adding I hub there 
should bo calmness ur.d wisdom in any steps 
takon. 

Tho President of the State of Carabobo, 
J. F. Mora, writes from Valencia as fellows: 
" Thorn ia sincoreet approval of tho pati iotic 
motives of this movement. As Governcr of 
this State I will bo hororod to receive a del- 
egation and aiT'.rd oveiy legal aid for t ho re- 
alization of the noblo ideas incorporated in 
ita prog\ganda." Tho Preaident of tho 
Scato of Bolivia, Manuel Gnnziles Gil, writ es 
from Ciudada Bolivar : "It ia with spocial 
aatlafact.ion that tho inauguration of this pa- 
triotio movemont is notod. The President 
felicitates thoso whoso who Inspired thia 
moanB of showing tho interest of our people 
for tho welfare of tho republic. Duubbloea 
thiB will bo tho nucleus for Inspiring to ac 
tlon thoso many compatriots wbo entertain 
tho same fooling for tho endB in viow." 

The Soorotary of State for tho Stato of 
FuIbou, Muou-'l Cartida. writes from Coro 
as follows : "I toko satisfaction In giving 
assurances of approval of tho laudable and 
patriotio aims of this movement." The 
President of Marao iibo, Jobus Murtz Tobar, 
writes : " As head of tbo executive of this 
State, I deoply appreciate tho patriotio pur- 
poses of thia organization, which cannot fail 
to oxoito gonoral approval of tho laudable 
end it has in viow."

MAKING PROGRESS. 

Cuban Insurgents by no Means Dcmoritllzed- 
They Are Continually Gaining— Im- 
portant Spanish Defeat. 

Havana, Deo. 9.— Reoenb movements of 
tho ineurgonta in Cuba, if correctly reported, 
would iudlcato that tho Spaniarda havo boon 
utterly unable to prevenb tbo advance of tho 
onomy from thoprovinco of Puorto Principe 
iuto the provinco of Sine* Clara, and that 
tho combined armiea of Gomez and Maceo 
have been strong enough to enable them to 
be divided into two corps, which wero ud 
vancing into the heart of tho district where 
Captain Gonoral Martinez do Campos has 
mado his hoadquartors, and whoro -10,000 
Spanish troops are reported to havo assem- 
bled- This viow of tho caao ia all tho moro 
noteworthy from tho fact thub only this 
morning it waB officially stated hero that 
the frlenda of tho insurgents, who 
expected Gomez und Mueeo to move 
rapidly into the provinco of Santt 
Clara, and lator upon the pro 
vinos of Mantanzao, which would bring 
them dangorouBly near Havana, had been 
disappointed ab their failure to do bo, and 
the reported defeats of the insurgents, 
classed as having beon duo to their shame- 
ful and cowardly behaviour " wero said to 
have demoralized them ; und it was Btated 
further that tho Spanish officials consider 
tho rebellion to bo morally broken. 

Thoso rapid movements of tho insurgents, 
which their friends hoped they -would ac- 
complish, boforo the arrival of the rein- 
forcements of troops, now seem to have ac- 
tually taken plaoe and therefore, tho 'rebel- 
lion, insteael of boing broken, looks aa if it 
were making rapid progroas, in spite of all 
tho efforts of tho Spanish government. In- 
deed, only this morning, tho supportora of 
tbo government wero so hopeful that it was 
aunounoad that thoy wore expeoted to be 
able to reap a good augar orop, and that 
many of the planters, in view of tho recent 
events, were preparing to grind their sugar 
cane. At tho same lime it waa admitted 
the arrival ol the rnlnforcemontB was impa- 
tiently awaited, one! when the steamer 
Montevideo arrived from Spain to-day, with 
tho Cantabria aud Hiiiou battalion-, tho 
soldiers wero accorded a most enthu (uatio 
welcome. 

Thia ia the eituaiion in a nutBhell : tl«o in- 
surgents, uaaordiDg to tho report received 
hnre this afternoon, and having practically 
official Information, appear to be in Santa 
Clara, whero it may besaitt nearly the eutiro 
effective Spanish force ia concentrated. It 
is startling sows, in corilict with government 
advices, given out earlier in tbo day to the 
efft-cb that tho insurgents wero in rotreab 
through the province c.f Puerto Principe. 
The reported advance of tho two oolumna 
under Moceo aud Gomez into Santa Clara 
and tho defeat of the Spanish troops ner.r 
Igoara, has oauaod much excitement in Ha- 
vana to night. 

Tho leaders, Quintine and Randoraa, are 
now at the head of the forces anet are march- 
ing in the direction of the district of Trini- 
dad. Lord Winston, Lord Churchill and 
the English officers wbo aocompanied him 
during hiB tour through Cuba for tho pur- 
poso ot witnesaing the operations of the 
Spsnfsn and Cuban forces, sailed from thia 
port on tho Olivette. Lord Churohill, who 
is a eon of the late Lord Randolph Church- 
ill, in an officer in tho English army. Ho 
expressed satisfaction with tho rcBultBof his 
visit to tho interior of Cuba. General do 
C»mpoa haa juab finished roviowlnfl tho 
Spanish battalions. He will leave to-morrow 
for tho provinco of Santa Clara. 

MADRID, Dec 9. — The Minister of Fi- 
nance, Senor Navarro Ravorter, and thn 
Bank of Spain, have agreed to prolong the 
treasury bonds for six months on t ho exist- 
ing terms.

MONTREAL OB NT RE. 

Tho cendidatoa for the representation of 
Montreal Oentro in the Dominion House of 
Commons havfl been ohoBen by their reapeo 
tive parties. Tho Conservative nomineo is 
Sir William HingBton and the ohoioe of 
the Liberals is Mr. James MoShano. The 
two candidates, ua far as personal qualities 
go, are the antipodna of each other. Sir 
William Hingaton ia a gentleman of the old 
style ; dignified, courteous, scholarly and 
high-principled. It would bo straining con 
ventional courtesy to the utmost to oharao 
teriza Mr. McShane as a "gentleman." He 
ia without a trace of refinement and hia 
political career has shown that ho Is not 
over-burdened with prinolple. He ia, how 
ever, hail-fellow-well-met with tho oloctors 
of Montreal Centre, and ho haa the reputa 
Hon of being exceedingly good natured 
Thoro ia in Mr. MoShano the making of a 
powerful political boss. Under favorable 
oonditions he would wield far greater influ 
enco in a constituency than many a better 
and abler man. In St. Ann's ward the con 
cUtions are tu a large e.x'.ent favorablo, and 
this Is why, no doubt, he haa been accoptod 
by the Liberal party in Montreal. 

The Montreal Witness, which ia Liberal 
in politics, 1b strongly opposed to the candi- 
dature of Mr. MoShano. In an cvrtlalo on 
" Montreal Contro" the Witness days : 

Mr. McShane has forced himself upon the 
party in that constituency, and though they 
know that he is not fit to represent thab or 
any other community in parliament, the 
Liberals have, somewhat unwillingly, it 
muBt in justice be said, accoptod him be- 
cause tney hopo that he may be able to 
oirry the seat against an ordinary candi- 
date. Sir William Hingaton, hotvevor, is 
nob an ordinary candidate by any moans. 
He Ib a successful professional man of high 
standing, who has had a good deal of busi- 
ness experience besldoa, in which he baa 
proved worthy of confidence, when, for in- 
stance, in a financial crisis a run on tho City 
and Diatriob Savings Bank waa ohuoked 
owing in port to his announcement in pub- 
lio thab tho bank doors would be kept 
open until all who desired had drawn out 
their money. In both his professional and 
buslnoas character Sir William Hingston has 
tho confidence of tho electors of tho constitu- 
ency, as he has long had their respoob and 
esteem personally. His dignity of character 
Is in complete contrast to the indeoorous, 
indiscreet and solf-fiattering oharactor of 
Mr. McShane. Tho Liberal organ bus triod 
lo turn the great advantage of Sir William 
Hingaton in this rospout into a Btumbling- 
block to his acceptance of tho candidature 
Ib has, in effect, said to him, How will i> man 
of your oharactor fool if ho is defeated by a 
man liko Mr. MoShano '! Ib will not, ib is 
needlosa perhaps to say, bo to tho dishonor 
of Sir William Hingaton, but lb will boa 
disgrace to tho Liberal party and tho con- 
stituency if Mr. MoShano is elooted. 

It iBnob likely that tho opposition of tho 
Witness will do "Tho People's Jimmy" 
muoh harm in Montreal Contro. Ho iBjuab 
the man to .nako oapital out of thab opposi- 
tion in every polling division in tho distrieb 
in which tho Witness is unpopular, and 
that, we think, la pretty noarly ovory ono of 
them. Sir William Hingston will very like- 
ly bo returned, but Mr. MoShano ia an op- 
ponent as far as electioneering ability goes, 
nob by any moana to be desplsod. 

A CORREOT EST IMA TB. 

Mr. Israel Torto, who ia now Mr. Laurior'a 
firat lieutenant in Quoboa was not very long 
ago an active and onergoblo member of the 
Conservative party. Ho had enjoyed many 
opportunities of observing Mr. Laurior'a 
political career and tliie Ib the estimate ho 
then formed of tho character and capacity 
of tho man who la to-day his leader : 

Mr. L'kurier has aommonced his olootoral 
tour. Ho will probably have an opponont 
and will probably say all tho untruthful 
things that ho considers uaefu 1 . in hlB own 
defonce. Mr. Lifturlor Ib a man nob wanting 
in polish. He is without large ideas. The 
fact is thab ho has nob yob pronounood a 
einglp discourse of a nature to manifest In 
him a man of sorioua worbh. His polished 
manners, his astuteness, a certain ability in 
conoealiDg his principles — not far removed 
from hypocriBy — hava won for him his popu- 
larity in the country. " He will not be 
faithful to what ho does nob possoaa— prin- 
ciple, sound oonvlotlonB, or patrioblam." 

There are, wo believe, a groat many in 



this oountry— Liberals aa well as Con- 
servatives — who muat be constrained to 
admit that Mr. Tarto formed a just estimate 
of Mr. Laurler as a public man and a 
epeaker. Mr. Lanrler has made too many 
speeches for hia own good. Others besides 
Mr. Tarto boo that they are pretty bub not 
solid— polished bub superficial. The knack 
ho has of concealing hia thoughts and con- 
fusing his subjeob no longer deceives the 
senaiblo men of even hia own party. Like 
Mr. Tarte they have found him out, and 
see thab he Ib nelbher profound nor original. 

A PROTECTIONIST PARTY. 

Tho following passage, taken nob from the 
Toronto Mall and Eonpiro or any other pro- 
tectionist journal, but from the organ of the 
Canadian free traders, bho Toronto Globe, 
ahows that proteorion is making headway In 
Groat Britain. Ib Bays : 

Protection Ib aguin allowing its hood in 
Great Britain. A parliamontaiy party has 
been formed under the leadership of the 
Right Hon. Jame s Lowthor, and haBalroady 
enrolled 85 inemborB. With tho corn laws 
so freah in tho memory of tho ooople it ia 
reasonable to conclude that thore are many 
members having strong personal leanings 
towards protection, yet afraid to risk their 
politioal fate by a public avowal. Even it 
the So members who constitute tho protec- 
tion group represented tho ontiro parlia- 
mentary strength of tho movoment, 
ib would be by no moans weak. 
Eighty-five mombora, many of them 
influential and distinguished, and all 
united to further a definito objoob, would 
make a force to bo aoriouBly reckonod with, 
even in aa largo a logfslativo body as tho 
British pa.-iiament. Bub ib must bo borne 
in mind that there are many members oager 
to assist tho Right Hon, James Lowthor and 
his followers, yot reluctant to oponly declare 
their advocacy of protection. A movoment 
so strong and with so many conditions favor- 
ablo to growth Ib worthy of caroful consider- 
ation on this Bldo of the Atlantic The im- 
mediate chango to which tho party Ib pledg- 
ed is an import duty of five shillings a quar- 
ter on wheat and barley, which is about 15 
cants a bushel. 



A BONANZA. 



The famous Blytbe case has been settled 
at last. Thomas B'ythe died Inleatato in 
1SS3, leaving an CBtate which Is now valued 
at$5,000,000. A great many porBons claimed 
to bo Biythe's hoira, among othon Florence 
Blythe, hia natural daughtor. Ib seems 
thab Blythe, who waa known in England by 
the namo of WilHamB, acknowledged the 
ohild Florence to be bis. The question was 
whethor the acknowledgment was genuine 
and whethor ib was sufficient, ub under the 
lawB of California, lo legitimatize her 

After a very long trial tho case was de^ 
elded in favor of the child, Tho litigation 
did not oud with the first deoision. There 
wore appeals without numbor. The ease 
has been beforo the oourtB aiucc 18S9 The 
firat trial lasted nine months. Two hundred 
and eight witnesses wero oxaminod and one 
hundred and bhirty-nino depositions were 
read. 

Tho ciae, as may be well imagined, was a 
bon&Dzi for the lawyers. W. H. H. Hart 
managed the oase for tho claim- 
ant, Florence Blythe, and he secured 
distinguished counsel promising to pay 
them very large amounts. It was 
established that Samuel J. Tildon's denun 
ciation of contingent fees as disreputable 
does not apply to California, Hart, it is 
said, gets $025,000 ; Garbor, Bishop, Boalt, 
MoAlistor and Bergen $416,000 eaoh, and 
W. W. Footo and Kowalski $100,000. This 
gives the lawyers $3,130,000, and loavaa the 
heiress $2 070,000. We aro very far from 
vouching for the correctness of these figurea. 
We take thorn from a San Franciaoo daily. 

OIVIO RULERS. 

It is beginning to be Been in Canada and 
tho United StateB that municipal affairs are 
not by any moans "small potatoea." Men 
of standing and ability are becoming awake 
to the fact that a very great deal depends 
upon the way in whioh the affairs of olties 
are managed ; that those affairs are well 
worthy the careful and serious attention of 
the beBt mea and the ablest administrators 
In the country. Associations for the good 
govornmeni; of cities have boon formed in 
many places and they have done valuable 
work both in reforming civic administrate n 
in directing attention to tho importanoo 
of having the affairs of cities wisely, purely 
and economically adminlBtored. 

A movement of a similar kind has been 
quietly going on in England. The people 
are being impressed with the nooesBity of 
good locul government, and men of high 
standing and tried ability are occupying 
positions in county councils, in city corpora- 
tion, and evon in the humble parish coun- 
cils. The Earl of Derby, who, as Lord 
Stanley, occupied tho position of Govornor- 
Genoral of Canada, Ib now Mayor of Liver- 
pool. Tho Duko of Norfolk, Postmaster- 
General in the Salisbury Government, is 
Mayor of Sheffield. Lord Zetland, who was 
Viceroy of Ireland, haB consented to take 
tho position of Muyor of Richmond. The 
Marquis of Ripon, who was onco Socrotury 
oi Stato for the Colonios, prcsldoa over the 
City Council of Ripon. Lord Hoihfiold dooa 
not think it beneath him to act ua Mayor of 
Appleby, and Lord Lonsdale considers him- 
self honorod by being elected Mayor of 
Whltehavon. Mr. W. L. JackBon, who was 
Chlof Searotary for Ireland, is Mayor of 
Ltoda. 

When eminent men who have boon conbid- 
orod fit to oooupy seats In tho British Cobl- 
not, and who havo administered — and suc- 
cessfully administered— the affairs of Great 
Britain's moBt important dependencies, con- 
sider that they aro well and worthily occu- 
pied in prosiding over tho counciln of oitloa, 
men of Icbb ability and of less exalted station 
should not consider ib unworthy of bhom to 
take an active parb in administering tho af- 
faire of tho cily in which thoy live, and in 
tho good government of whioh tho oomforb 
and, to a groat extent, tho welfaro of them- 
solves, their families and their folio w-oltizona 
dopends. 

The Importanoo of tho Intolllgont and effi. 



clenb regulation of local affairs was insisted 
upon by no less a personage than the Lord 
Chlof Justice, at the reception of the Lord 
Mayor of London. His Lordship said : 

In these days, probably beyond all others, 
the Importance of local gevernmenb in recog- 
nized as it has never been recognized before. 
It would be, indeed, aeadsign of decadence 
In public spirit if tho foremost men in tho 
community were nob ready to oome forward 
and take upon themselves tho cares and 
burdons of municipal office. Ib is, in my 
opinion, a healthy sign, in theue days, thab 
men of high title and distinguished rank, 
who mighb live their lives In ease — men, for 
oramplo, like the Marquis of Ripon and 
Lord Derby, and maDy others thab can bo 
mentioned— Bhould como forward and recog- 
nize the importanoo of munioipal govornmenb 
by displaying their readiness to take a Bharo 
of tho burdens. 

If the boat men in thhand other Canadian 
olties would take an active parb in the 
management of their affaira, which thoy 
oould do without any very groat lose of 
time and no loss whatever of social stand- 
ing, the people would nob havo to complain 
of the bungling way in which the business 
of tho city is done, and tho loss, the incon- 
venience and the discomfort which they aro 
In consequence compelled to suffer. 

A HARD NUT. 

Tim Soattle Times gives tho " hollorln " 
jingoes of the United StateB tho following 
nut to crack. Thoy will, we think, find ib 
rather hard for thoir jawa : 

" A promlnonb member of Congress " ia 
quoted us saying that Groat Britain oannot 
afford to go to war with us for fear of losing 
our trade.

"Danube' and "Costa Kica" Others 
of a Fleet That Is Similarly 
Employed. 

If bhe disabled Strathnevis is nob 
brought safely into port and that very aoon 
now, lb will not bo for want of onergotio 
action on tho part of either tho owning com- 
pany, privato enterprise, or the Dominion 
authorities. Tho latter wero oornmunicatod 
with yoaterday morning by Messrs. Earlo 
and Prior, the city's representatives In tho 
Commons, who aBkod that the Quadra bo 
dispatched without delay to look for und, if 
found, render aBBistanoo to the unfortunate 
vessel. The roply was only a few hours in 
coming and oonvoyed tho gratifying in- 
formation : 

" Have wirod tho Agent of Marino to 
send out Quadra immediately to look for 
tho Strathnevis," 

Tho government cruiser had already gone 
out of oommleoion for tho winter, and was 
to havo gone Into dook at Esquimalt bo- 
morrow to make good bhe damages roooived 
in her reconb grounding at Julford reef. In 
vlow of the fmMgenoy, however, her re- 
pairs will wait, and as soon aa aho can got 
her orow together — whioh will probably be 
by to-morrow evening — aho will leave on her 
errand of rescue. 

Nor will sho be alono in tho search by ony 
moans. (The Canadian Pacific Navigation 
company's steamer Danube, with Captain 
John Irving, Captain Moyor and Captain 
oears on board, lefb Sunday night for a 
cruiBe along tho weat coast— whore tho 
Maude is alroady on tho look out — whioh 
sho will thoroughly explore as far north as 
tho head of tho Queen Charlotte islands in 
the hope of picking up tho comparatively 
helpless liner. Ib is Captain Irving'a belief, 
shared by a very largo number of navigators 
familiar with tho Coaat wators and their 
ourrents, that tho Strathnevis is by this 
time nob far off Graham or some of the 
neighboring islands, if aho has nob alroady 
found an anohorago in somo of their har- 
bors. The Danubo went provisioned and 
coaled for two months if necessary, taking 
in 500 tona of fuel at Comox in addition to 
bhe '100 tona alroady in her hold on her way 
out. 

The big collier Costa Rica, which arrived 
downfrom ComoxSt'nday night, laden for San 
Francisco, is another of the fleet that will 
prospect tho North Pacific for tho crippled 
steamer, Sho has orders to spend four days 
in cruising whore tho Strathnevis is likely to 
bo picked up, and if sho, tho Quadra, tho 
Danube, the Maudo, Empress, Tacoma or 
Mlowora — not to montion any of tho smaller 
lleet from the Sound or San Francisco that 
urn now cruising off tho Wcab Coaat — do not 
pick up the helplesa ship Ib will bo almost a 
miraclo. 

Each of the captainB joining in tbe Boarch 
has of oourso thoroughly familiarized him 
solf with the information given in the log of 
tho John Gambles, and haa worked out the 
winda and currents to tho fineat point pos- 
sible to experienced navigators. It is there- 
fore highly probable that the StrathnevlB 
will be once more Bafo in port, or in Esqui- 
mau dock, before Christmas cornea.

— AfarkB of Royal Favor -Elec- 
tion Excitement iu Dublin. 



Lord Kaudolnli Churchill's Son as 
Spectator of Military Opera- 
tions in Cuba. 



London, Doc. 9 — The groat addition to 
hia political power which tho Secretary of 
Scato for tho Colonies, Rt. Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, has attained, la bothering his 
enomleB considerably. Mr. and Mra. Cham- 
berlain are now visiting Bome of tho exolu- 
slvo homea In England, and tho Duke and 
Duchess of Devonshire are to viHit them at 
Highbury. Tho frequent visits which Mr. 
Chamberlain haa recuntly mada to Windsor 
are exciting tho politicians. Two visits to 
tho Queen in a week aro conforrod, as n rulo, 
only upon a premier. Ono uowapapor ox- 
plaius this mark of favor as due to Mr. 
Chamberlain's having control of all of the 
terms of the Ashantoo expedition, nnd It is 
alao said that it waa ho who made it pouai- 
bio for Prince Henry to take part in it. 

The newa that Lieut. WinBton L. Churoh- 
ill, an officer in tho rlfla corps of tho British 
army, was prosent at tho battlo of La 
Trocba, in tho provlnco of Puor'io Prlaclpe, 
Cuba, is oreuting much intorest among hiH 
friends hore, and the nowopapora are pro 
dieting all BortB of complications for Groat 
Britain on account of hia appearance with 
the staff of General Valdez, tho Spaniah 
commander. In an interview Lady Church- 
ill Baid hor son was not taking an aative 
part in tho campaign, but that ho wuo 
moraly in Cuba on loave of abaonoo. Con- 
tinuing, Lady Churchill Baid that tho lieu- 
tenant had letters from oho British war 
offico and tho foreign office to Gcnoral 
Campoa, who had placad him on his stall", 
and had thus onabled him to go to tho front 
and watch tho operations of tho Spanish 
troopB. But, she explained, he was there 
merely as a spectator, and was expected to 
bo back in Loudon on January 1. 

The wildest scenes of excitement and dis- 
order marked tho paoaing of tho first day's 
polling at Dublin for the election of a sue 
cesaor to Rb. Hon. David R. Piunkott, con- 
servative, as membor for Dublin university, 
who has boon elevated to the peerage. Wil- 
liam E. H. Leoky, Liberal-Unionist, tho 
distinguished hiatorian, was tho nominoo of 
the professors, and consequently ho was 
universally opposed by the undergraduates, 
who assombled in orowda at the entrance to 
the polls and assaulted every voter BUBpoctod 
of favoring Mr. Leoky. They also barred 
the college doors and caused scenes of riot- 
ouaness. The police quioted the disturb- 
ance. 

Count von Eulenberg, a favorito of the 
Emperor William of Germany, has arrived 
at Windsor castlo from Bjrlin in order to ox 
press the Emperor's sympathy at the death 
of General Sir Henry Pousonby, G.C.B., for 
many yoars private secretary of Queen Vic- 
toria and keeper of tho privy purse, and 
presenb Her Majesty with a copy of the 
Emperor's recent allegorical picture, also to 
arrange Hia Majesty's visit at tho time of 
the marriage of Priuoees Maudo of Wales to 
Prince Charles of Denmark. The King and 
Queen of Italy are also expected to bo pre- 
sent on tho occasion. Some tinio in January 
tho Prince of Waloa will go to the Riviera, 
and hia yacht, tho Britannia, is now being 
propared for winter racing in tho Mediter- 
ranean. 

Rt, Hon. Mr. Gladatono haB definitely 
settled upon Biarritz as the plac3 whero he 
wi 1 ! epend a portion of hiB wintor holidays. 
Ho will atart shortly after Christmas, which 
will as usual be kept at Hawarden. The 
flrufc fancy dreBB bill of tho proeent 
aeaaon waB given in Covent Garden 
last Wednesday ovening, and aamo as a 
reliof to the jaded young men about town. 
A fow years ago at ono of these balls Mrs. 
Langtry and party, In one of tho upper 
boxes, created tho greatest oxcitomont. An 
old quiet-looking man was seen to be sitting 
in the midst of her gay party. From time 
to timo the old gentleman was sub- 
jected to all sorts of practical 
jokes. He waa pulled round iu the box, 
wine wao thrown in hiB face, and finally, 
amid cries of horror from tho people below, 
he was thrown, after un apparent Btruggle 
with ono of tho moo, to tho floor, whero he 
lay motionless. It waa diaoovered, however, 
that tho old gentloman was a skilfully con 
Btructed lay figure, but tho gentlemen of 
Mrs. Langtry'a party were all arreBted and 
had to appear in Bow Streot next morning. 
This opiaodo practically put a damper on all 
practical jokoa of this kind, but there is al- 
ways a lot of amusement at theao winter fes- 
tivities. 

Complaint is made in tho newspapers that 
the Duko of Norfolk, tho Postmaster Gen- 
oral, the rooognized head of tho 
Roman Catholics in England, is suppressing 
Italian postcards which havo boon received 
in commemoration of tbo liberation of Rome. 
It is Btatod that tho cards aro so objection- 
able to tho Vatican that tho Pope oxcom- 
municuted all who received them or aided 
In their circulation. 



RISINfi IN ECUADOR. 

The Clericals Stir Up the People All Over 
the Country. 

San FRANCiaco, Deo. 9.— -A Call special 
fram Guayaquil says : Accounts are re- 
ceived of an upriaing by tho cloricale all 
over tho country. Many rebels have been 
obliged to Beok refuge across the border in 
Colombia. The go?ernmont parties dcolarod 
martial law. To-day fourteen wore ar- 
rostod and political crimes charged. Among 
tho arrested are thrco military officers who 
wore tried by a drum-hoad court martial 
and shot within three hours of trial. At 
Quito on Thuraday ono reglmont of tho gar- 
rison there rose. Tho garrison was called 
out and tho citizens to a groat numbor 
joinod tho rioters. A terrible battle on- 
sued lasting over two hourB. Over 200 wore 
killed. Most of tho rioters woro forcod to 
loave town whoro tho numbor aro inoroasing 
by voluntary additions. The rebols oluim 
they will aoon havo sufficient strength to 
return and oapturo tho town, whoro thoy 
claim thoy havo many partlzana ready to 
join them.

ASHANTEE EXPEDITION. 



Difficulty Experienced in Obtaining 
Volunteers for the War in 
West Africa. 



Armament of tho Troops-Only Fif- 
teen Hundred Men Will i!o 
Sent Out. 



London, Dao. 9 — In spito of the small- 
Deea of tho detachments supplied to tho 
Ashantoo expeditionary corpa by tho various 
regiments, there has been ft good deal of dif- 
ficulty in finding the men needed, and in 
some cases bandsmen, signal corpsmen and 
oven officers' servants havo boon takon. Tho 
unpopularity of tho expedition la duo to the 
faot that there is suoh a mixture of tho 
forces, and that they are commanded by 
etiiuers whom thoy havo not soon, muoh less 
sorved under. It Is admitted that there la 
not n slDgie battalion la England really fit 
for this sorvicr-. and therefore the Second 
battalion of the Yorkohiro regiment, now on 
ito way home Irom Adou, is to bo transship- 
ped to Gibraltar and tho Boldiora sent dlroct 
to Capo Coos': Castle for Ashinte-e, in spite of 
the fact that they huvo been away from Eng- 
land for about fifteon yoarB. Tho whole 
trouble seema to bo duo to tho short sorvioo 
syBtem. 

The Bathurst, with Prince Viotor of 
SohleBwlg-Holstein on board, ia already well 
on the way to tho coast, aa is the Angola, 
which carried the first contingent of troopB. 
The Loanda has also Bailed with storeB and 
aorno officers and tho field hospital corps. 
Cvor 500 tons of war material and provi- 
sions, including thirtoeu tons of cartridges 
and any amount of ammunition for the 
mountain and Maxim gunB, togother with a 
largo supply of war rockets, aro already od 
their way to tho Gold Coast. Tho 
troops are to bo armed almost exclusively 
with :he Martini-Henry carbine, and tho 
t/ien forming tho Rritish or compoulto bat- 
talion havo boen selected with a special view 
to sending out tho healthiest men procura- 
ble, tho beBt Bhota and the best marchers in 
the army. Not more thun GOO Brltiah 
troops proper, howover, will bo engaged, 
and it ia believed that tho entire expedition 
bhould nob number more that l,. r >00 men. 

Tho court nowBmen havo continued boom- 
ing tho departure of Prince Henry of Bitten- 
burg, the husbard of Princess Beatrice, for 
tho Gold Coast of Africa In ordor to take 
part in the Ashantee " picnic," so-called. 
The newspapers have been printing detoilB 
of tho alleged op^oial equipment and of the 
luxuries which were to mark tho Prince's 
journey. All this called for ft good deal of 
ridiculo firm tho radicals and others, until 
finally a n -i.i-offiolal statement wae issued 
laBt night that the Prinoo ia going to tho 
Gold Coast Blmply In tho aamo capacity as 
tho other officers of the BiitiBh army who 
are to take part in the expedition. 

TORONTO TOPICS. 

Possible Change In Central Prison Warden- 
Blilp— The Hymns Case— Father Chilli- 
iiuy on tho Warpath. 

Toronto, Dec. 9 -(Special) -Tho report 
of Inspectors Noxon and Christie on the 
troubles at tho cent.-al priaon is expected to 
be ready in a day or two, and It is pretty 
generally understood that it will udviao the 
Ontario government to request tho resigna- 
tion of Warden MaBsio as tho only moans of 
ending tho friction" in tho management of 
the institution. 

Rev. Father Chiniquy, now aged S7,_ is 
in the city conducting a vigorous campaign 
ogainBt Roman Catholicism. With him 
is Rev. Culven E. Amaron, editor of 
L'Auroro, tho organ of tho French Pro- 
testants of Quebec. 

The World's Montreal dUpatch Bays tho 
latest name montioned in connection with 
tho portfolio of agricuituro is that of Dr. 
Grandboia, M.P. for TomlBcouata. 

The adjourned caao of Hurry and Dallas 
Hymns, charged with conspiracy to murdor 
Mra. Harry Hyame, came up iu tho polico 
court thia morning, when, on tho request, of 
counsel for the aoouaed, and tho orown offer- 
ing no objection, another remand was 
granted. Tho prisoners looked cheerful and 
confident. 

A preliminary investigation into tho affairB 
of Samson, Kennedy & Co. shows the assets, 
roughly, to bo only 5200,000, and when tho 
allowance ia mado for solicitors and receiv- 
ers' feeB not moro than 20 or 25 cents on the 
dollar will bo loft for tho crodltors.

THE COURTS OF LAW. 

Gases That Came Before the, Fall Court YeBter- 
day— Permission Allowed to Appeal 

to tho Privy Council. 

The full court yesterday allowed an appeal 
to tho Privy Council ro the Yorkshire Guar- 
antee Company. At tho trial before tho 
full court oomo time ago tho judgment waB 
that tho mortgage tax imposed by the pro- 
vince was constitutional ; also that the com- 
pany was exempt from taxation upon thoir 
mortgages ua personal property to tho extent 
of tho debentures Issued by tho company in 
England fo. money borrowed upon the 
security of tho mortguges. Tho provinco 
appeals from tho exception allowed by tho 
court, and the Yorkshire Guarantee Com- 
pany makoa a cross appeal against tho 
judgment upholding the constitutionality of 
cho tax. Hon. D. M. Eberts, QC, Attor- 
noy-Gonoral, for tho Provinco ; Mr. E. P. 
IJUvIs, Q C, for tho Yoikflhlro Guaranteo 
Company. 

Tho application on tho part of defendants 
to admit an appoal to tho Privy Council was 
granted in Bainbridgo v. the B & N. Ratlwuy 
Uj. ThlsUtho 'preciousmotalo' oaso iu whioh 
tho Full court docided that tbo precious met- 
als within tho railway grant were not vested 
in the railway. Hon. O. E. Pooley, Q O. , 
for the defendants (appellants) ; Hen D. 
M EbortB, Q C , Attorney General and Mr. 
H. E A. Rubertson, for respondontB. 

Tho appeal in Royal Canadian Co. v. A. 
Olson (defendant) and Georgo Wlllleoroft 
(garnishee) wan heard by the Full court yes- 
terday, Toil was an appoal on behalf of tho 
yarnisheo, VVillisoroft (now deceased, the ee- 
<ato boing ropreBented hy tho" trustees, 
Messrs. Charles Kent and R H Hall) from 
a garnishee order absolute, mado by Mr. 
Juslico Drako on Juno 12 The appeal was 
that tho ordor Absolute he bo!j aside on tho 
ground that Georgo Willieoroft wus not in- 
debted to Olson, and not being ablo to obtain 
legal advice failed to appoar before tho 
court, and allowed tho garnishee order to bo 
signed by default. Tho Court set aflido tho 
gurniBhoo orders, but gavo seven days' lib- 
erty to plaintiff In whioh to movo for an 
iBsuo in tho case botweon tho pluintlff and 
VVIIliaoroft, tho costs from issuing of rulo 
nisi to dato to bo paid by tho garnishee 
Hon. C. E. Pooloy, Q C., for appellants; 
Mr A. L. iJclyca, for respondents (plain- 
tiffs.)

FANCY NEEDLEWORK. 



RENAISSANCE EMBROIDERY WHICH 
ORIGINATED CENTURIES AGO. 



Tills Style Is Prominent Now For the Em- 
bellishment of Architectural Furniture 
and Draperies — Design For v. Barcmu 
Scurf— How to Frlnc« » Circular Dolly. 

There iiro three clnsses of tlio reuais- 
eauco .Htvlo of embroidery, which origi- 
nated centuries ogo, but isutill ono of 
tho most prominent for tho embellish- 
ment of architectural furniture and 
draperies. These classes uro the Italian, 
tho French and the German. The ac-

companying information relates only to 
tho Italian renaissance, which was tho 
original. Tho renaissance embroideries 
chime in delightfully with tho prevail- 
ing fondness for empire designs in all' 
schemes of household decoration. 

A beautiful design for tho end of a 
Ecarf, originally sketched for Tho La- 
dies' Home Journal, is adapted to a 
width of 15 to 2-i inches. This design 
will appear to the best advantage it' 
worked in outline stitch, although if 
found practicable it or parts of it may 
bo worked solid. II' parrs only aro to ho 
worked solid, tho small ones should bo 
selected, such as the leaves to the vines, 
the wheat at the center and tho pearls 
forming the garland. After deciding the 
size of tho scarf, draw one-half of the 
design, and after tracing it on cloth, 
transfer to the linen. A good si/.a for a 
scarf on which to embroider this design 
will bo 20 inches wide, and if for a 
bureau, long enough to allow tho ends 
to hang down far enough over tho ends 
of the bureau top so the entire design 
may be shown. Three-quarters of an 
inch in from tho edges draw a few- 
threads and form a liuo of fagot stitch- 
ing; let this cross tho scarf near either 
end 6*4 inches in from tho cuds of the 
material. The same margin of plain 
material should bo left below tho fagot 
stitching at either end as that along tho 
sides of the scarf. 

By fringing out tho linen at oither 
end and working a lino of buttonhole 
stitching and knotting the fringe a good 
finish can be obtained. Many other and 
more elaborate ways of forming tho 
ends can. of course, bo carried out by 
those who have ideas of their own, but 
the point of the illustration is to show 
a classic renaissance design woll adapt- 
ed to ornament the ends of a .scarf or 
one that may be employed quite as well 
to adorn tho lower cod of a "handsome 
portiere. Several features of tho design 
may be adapted toother pieces of cm- 
broidery work quite as well as to a scarf 
end. 

Tho manner in which a round doily, 
or centerpiece, is fringed is thus ex- 
plained for the benefit of readers who 
aro not acquainted with tho method by 
Iho authority already emoted: 

Tho linen must be cut square and 
pinned on a smooth board; with a pen- 
cil compass describe tho desired diame- 
ter of the centerpiece, including the 
fringe; inside of this draw another cir- 
cle to indicate tho width of tho fringe. 
This inner circle must bo stitched round 
on tho machine, and after tho design is 
embroidered tho linen cut on tho outer 
circle mid fringed down to tho stitching 
at each of the four points where straight 
threads aro shown. When that is done, 
tho remaining threads may bo pulled 
round with a needle, and so tho circle 
of fringe is formed. The machine stitch- 
ing can thea be removed and tho edge 
of tho material buttonholed or hnni-

stitched. The fringe threads should 
then be trimmed to a uniform length 
with a sharp pair of scissors or a knife. 

It is impossible, of course, with two 
designs to give a very broad idea of the 
Italian renaissance stylo, but those giv- 
en will probably suggest ideas that may 
be carried out to form pleasing, effective 
and most satisfactory results. 

IJ.-spr.ut the Now Broom. 
Of course you want a broom to last as 
long as possible, so always solcct one 
which has a tinge of green about it. 
Nevermind if it has an "arsenicy" cast, 
it shows that tho broom corn was out 
when it was pliant and young and 
tough, so it will last twice as long as 
ono of sickly yellow hue. This item is 
from New England Homestead, and so 
is tho hint about leaving tho now broom, 
when not in use, sprawled out to mat 
and get out of shape. Hang up a broom, 
new or old, as soon as you have finished 
sweeping. When a now broom comes 
into the house, keep it always for "up 
stairs and down stairs and in my lady's 
ohambor" uso, assigning tho old ouo to 
duly just a grade lower.

Germany and tho U. S. Tariff-Ens 
aia's Hand in Korea— Kiniy 
Prempeh Deuosed. 



Huavy Storms in Europe— Steamship 
Burned at Sea— Stagnation in 
British Stocks. 



London, Dec. 9. — In the Gorman reich- 
stag yestorday tho Minister of Foreign Af- 
faire, Von Bieborstein, roferring to Presi- 
dent Cleveland's recent meBdago to congreBB, 
denied that there was any differential treat- 
ment in Germany of American cattle and in- 
surance companies, and urged tho house noi 
to bo intimidated by tho threats of reprisals. 

Hcrr Howe, formerly a tailor at Mann- 
holm, who nvonted a so-oallod bullot-proof 
coat which las sinco boon oxtonBivoly imi- 
tated, is dead. He was a nativo of WoBt- 
phalia and was about thirty-five years 
of age. 

A dispatch from Shanghai says news haa 
b?on received which confirms the report that 
tho Russians were the instigators of tho 
conspiracy against the King of Korea. 
Russians who assisted in the afl\iir have 
identified some of the Americans who parti- 
cipated in the plot. Ic ia alleged that the 
latter joined in the conspiracy owing to the 
revocation of oertain gold mine concessions 
granted by the Queen, and booauso their 
aalarioa aa advisors were reduced. 

News from Cape Coast Caetle aaya it ia 
reported there that the Ashantoos have de- 
posed King Prompeh, and that the war 
party have enthroned hia mother aa Queen 
in hia stead. 

(This amount of bullion whioh wont into 
tho Bank oi England on balance to-day was 
£353,000. 

The gale which has prevailed in different 
parts ol Europe has cauaed much damage 
in tho vicinity of Ust-lin. Trees have been 
uprooted and haystacks destroyed. The 
damage will amount to hundreds of thou- 
sands of marks. Severe storms prevailed 
over Swi'zerlanu and caused grnab damago 
especially in the mountain districts, An 
earthquake Bhock was also felt at Raali, also 
known as Objr Rasli, in the Canton of 
Bsrne. A deBpatoh from Rome announces 
that numoroua wrockB occurred during the 
storms whioh swepb over Italy, muoh dam- 
ago being dono, cspeoip.lly along tho coastB. 

Stagnation characterized the London stock 
mark-it yesterday, the only favorablo indi- 
cation being the prospect of cheap money 
for a long period. 

The British steamer Princlpla, Captain 
Stannard, from Shields, November 13, for 
New York, took firewhon about forty milea 
north of Cape Wr^th, the northweatern ex- 
tremity of Scotl'.ud. She ran for one of tho 
Faroe islands, i. truck a rock and went down 
with her ornw, numbering ?,7 bouIb. Only 
one was Baved. A paaBenger, named Jack- 
Bon, was ulao drowned. 

ITALY IN ABYSSINIA. 

King Menelck's Forces Surprise and Severely 
Defeat the Forces of " II Ee 
Galantuomo." 

Rome, Dec. 9 — Newa was received horo 
to-day from General Baratierl, commander 
of tho Italian troops.in Abyssinia, announc- 
ing what appears to be a aorioua disaator to 
tho Italian forces operating against King 
Menelek. Ho oabled that trio king's army, 
numbering about - 20,000 men, yestorday Bur- 
prisiid and Burrounded fivo companies of 
Italian troops, under Major Toaelli, 
at Ambalagi. Another body of 
Italian troops, under tho command 
of General Arimondi advanced to tho sup- 
port of Major Toselli, but they were 
Btoppod by tho onomy. A severe battlo 
waa eubsequontly fought and the result was 
not mado known here. Tho olfiolal des- 
patches say that the losses of tho Abye- 
BinittDB were heavy, but no nowa waH fur- 
nished concerning tho Uta of Major Taeel- 
li's command, and nothing was said about 
the losseB of tho Italians. Major ToBelli'a 
column waB composed of 1,200 nativo troops, 
commanded by 20 officers, with 40 non^ 
commiBBioned t. dicers and a mounted battery^ 
It is known that of this force of Major 
ToBolli sevonteen officers and 900 native 
troops are mieslng. Tho position of Gen. 
Arimondi, ab Makalle, however, is impreg- 
nable and ho Iiub provisions for a throe 
months siege. King Humborb to nighb con- 
ferred with Premier Crispi upon tho situa- 
uou, i he Premier bplng indlBposod and con- 
finod to his room, 

In tho chambor of doputloa to day tho gov- 
ornmont was questioned with roferenco to 
tho reportod defeat of tho Italian troopa in 
Africa. General Mccenua. miniater for war, 
read the dispatoh from General Baratlorl, 
the Italian ommaDder-in-chiof, and added 
that the Italian piBttions woro Boouro. He 
admitted, however, that the incident waa a 
aorioua one, although ontiroly ropirablo. 
Slgnor Imbrina, tho socialist loader, and 
other socialists, arrld Interruptions mado 
speeohca opposing tho government's policy 
in Africa.

W. G. Eden ropoated his series of ques- 
tions respecting tho capacity in cubic yards 
required of corporation laborers, and after 
Aid. Maomillan told what ha knows of Mr. 
Eden, '* whs. oouldn'b dig sewers worbh a 
cent"— lob alone $2 a di-y, this lobtor alao 
waa filed. 

Audioor Raymur wrote thab Eberta &

Fire Chief Doasy's roporb for November 
was read and filed. 

Fivo tenders for printing 3,200 circulars 
were Benb bo tho printing committee. 

Reports from the finance committee wero 
read and adopted. 

THE DAY LAIIOR EXPERIMENT, 

The aewerago commibtoe presented a ro- 
porb on tho aoworage operations which have 
been carried oub by day labor. This showed 
that for work estimated to cosb $29,256, the 
aotual outlay has been $25,229. The pipo 
used oosb $6,104. On bhe basis of tho sewor- 
age conbraob prices paid for similar work 
under the last loan the bobal cost 
would have boon 21 h p3r cent, groator 
than tho city paid. Another report 
from bhe same committee stated that 
the whole of tho $100,000 SQwerage loan haB 
now boon expended, and gave details show- 
ing how bhe amount has boon disposed of. 
The reports were signed by two mcmbora of 
tho committee. 

Ai.d. Partridoe explained that he had 
nob signed becauso ho know nothing of tho 
roporb and had only boon allowed aboub ten 
minutoa to examino it. Ho considered tho 
report unfair and thab ib should not be 
adopted, becauso there Is an error in it, 
there bilng no credit fcr wuter Bupplicd ur 
for anvila used. If thoy had compared the 
work with the MoBean contraot the result 
mighb nob havo been ao favorable to day 
labor. 

The morita of tho report and the time al- 
io wed Aid. Partridge wero so warmly dobat- 
od by him and Aid. McMillan that Aid. 
Bragg roao to deplore that tho effort on tho 
part of the council to improve on paat 
mothodB should thus be mado a bene of con- 
tention; for he pointed out that lb was tho 
whole oounoil, and nob mei'oly Aid. Mao- 
millm or the sewerage committee, who de- 
cided to oarry out tho work by day labor. 

Ald Cameron thought ib had been con- 
clusively shown Bhat duy labor has been a 
aucoosB, and all concerned should be given 
credit for whab has been accomplished. 

Ald. McLellan praiBed the foremen who 
were in oharge of the work ; though he 
pointed out thab bhia was performed in fine 
weather ; whereas the contracts, whioh cer- 
tainly did not work well, woro oarriod out 
in the wet, 

The roport was adopted, Aid. Partridge 
dissenting. 

The atroots committee recommended thab 
50 per cont. at tha usual bonus be paid now 
on account of tho cement sidewalk laid op- 
posite the Ocoldontal hotel ; and tho othor 
50 por cent, in six months, if tho work 
proves satisfactory ; also in connootion with 
Mr. Pcmberton'o complaint of a road olosou 
at Ross Bay, that it haa boon dncluded by 
mistake in tho cemetery grounds, and the 
fonoe will be moved when a road ia requirod.

by publio vote every bhroo yeara was takon 
up, after a letter had been read from W. IT. 
Bheiot, one of tho 1,055 signers, asking thab 
hia nuine bo struck off, ho having signed 
through misrepresentation. 

Ald. Wilson, ohairman of the fire 
wardens, said he had no reason to believe 
thab bhe preaenb Chief does nob satisfactorily 
fill tho position. Ho read several letters 
from people who declared thab misrepre- 
sentations had boon mado in asking them to 
aigu — for instance, that Chief Deaey Ib tired 
of the job and wants to resign. He felb 
bhab ho could geb twico tho number of signa- 
tures to u pebition confirming the Chief in 
his position. 

Ald. Humthrev considered tho preaonb 
Chief aa good a man aa oould be gob, and 
vould thorefore vote against granting the 
prayer of the petition. 

Ald. McLellan thought that li bhe Chief 
woro to run an eleotion to-morrow a groat 
many of bhoae who have signed would voto 
for him. The ratepayera have oome rights, 
howovor, as they pay bhe bill for the 
very exponBive fire doparbmenb, and they 
Bhould have Bomebhlng to say, especially 
when more than a thousand have aaked in 
this way for a chance to oxpreBS themsolvea. 
Ho therefore moved that tho potition be re- 
ceived, its prayer granted, and a by-law to 
that effect prepared for aubmiaaiou at next 
election. 

Ald. Maomillan thought the matter 
Bhould be laid over for a week, to glvo Aid. 
WilBon tho chanoe to gob twice bhe number 
of names, ho eays ho oansocure, on the other 
side. Ho would favor giving whatever tho 
majority of the pooplo ask for. 

Ald. Wilson said he would not hawk a 
potition round towD, but ho wbb not, he 
oould toll Aid. Macniillan, afraid to face tho 
people on tho issuo. He pointed out that 
thoro aro very fewnamos of property ownorB 
or merohantB on tho petition. 

Ald. Partridge, while feeling that per- 
haps ho would again fail to aoouro the ap- 
plauso of the audience, said that though ho 
has frequently crossed tho Chief he had no 
hesitation in saying that he would voto 
against this potition. He moved that tho 
petition bo reooived and filed. 

Ald. Cameron olaimed that in tho first 
place tho city has nob tho power now to 
elect a fire ohiof ; in the next, the signers of 
the potition have given no reason for the be- 
lief they oxpresa bhat the ohango would bo 
benefioial, while tho facts with rospoob to 
the oleotive syBtem in the matter of offioiuls 
are quite the reverse. 

The suggestion by Aid. Maomillan to lay 
the matter over for one week was then mov- 
ed as an amendment, and declared carried 
by 5 to 4, aa follows : For— Aid. Maomillan, 
McLellan, Williama, Hall and Bragg. 
Against— Aid. Wilson, Partridge, Cameron 
and Humphrey. 

There bolng Borne misunderstanding as to 
what hud been carried, anobher voto was 
taken, and A.d. tall voting in the negative 
the amendment waB declared lost. The 
main motion, to receive and file the petition, 
waB carried on division and tho board ad- 
journed at 10:10 p.m.
